Even before the Cabinet India experts went into a two hour secret 
meeting at™No. 10, Downing Street, the Prime Minister; Mr Clement Attlec's 
official residence, with Admiral Lord Mountbatten, the Viceroy, n° few hours 
after his practically non-stop 24 hour air dash from Delhi, these sources denied 
the recent persistent wave of speculation that Britain would get out in a hurry.

Dr Kar) F.. Meyer. director of the 
Foundation. : ; 


Vaccines against plague are made 
now with whole bacterla. In the 
United States, microbes are first kill- 
ed, then chemically treated to pro- 
duce the immunising substance. The 
vacelne made’ from Kkiled bacteria 
sometimes causes unpleasant’ effects 
in the patlent.
